My mainstay meter is a close relative of yours, the 6XLP. Does the 6P = 
also 

use a separate 9 volt battery for the R X 10,000 range? I believe that = 
most 

Simpson meters use a separate, higher voltage battery for the highest = 
ohms 

range so check for the connections to that battery first. On the 6 = 
series, 

this is the 9 volt battery. 


The latest series I have a schematic for is the Series 3 but I believe = 
that 

the basic design was pretty much fixed by then. There should be 1 
additional resistor that is used only on the R x 10K range, a 117,700 
ohm 

resistor labeled R4 on the series 3 schematic. If this is open, then = 
the 

meter would not be operational on the R x 10K range. 


Given the sudden failure on 1 range only, I would really suspect = 
something 

mechanical with the 9 volt battery connections or perhaps a switch = 
contact; 

otherwise R4 (or whatever it is labeled in the 6 series) is the culprit.
